It is reported that Chung Fa-kuei has received instructions from 
Wang Ching-wei, ex-Chairman of the Central Executive Council, to 
stop advancing against Canton, and’ proposing that the differences 
between him and the Government be settled politically. 

Yu Yu-jen, a prominent Kuomintang official, is leaving for Hong 
Kong shortly to confer with the Left Wing leaders here.

1KONGMOON TAKEN? 


BRITISH IN DANGER OF AERIAL .

Rumours were current in Hong 
Kong last night that Kongmoon, 
in the West. River delta, had been 
“taken” by a faction acting 
against the ‘ Canton Government. | 
This local rising, if there were 
one, can only be political in in-~ 
tent. Kongmoon is about 100 
miles E.N.E. of ‘Hong. Kong and 
about 60 miles 3. of Canton. It 
is the entrepot of the Sze Yap. 
The garrison is in course of be- 
ing withdrawn for active service 
in the war zones of Kwangtung. 
RAPID RETREAT 

Up till yesterday there had been 
no actual fighting between the. 
Cantonese loyalists, on one alde, 
and the Tronaides and Kwangal 
troops on the other. 

It is definite, however, that the 
Cantonese are rapidly retreating 
eastward, down the’ West River, 
and that the vanguard of one 
Kwangtung column, . marching . 
down the river bank, {is at or 
near Takhing, which’ means that 
they have penetrated 60 miles 
into Kwangtung. 

A second Kwangs! ‘column is 
said to bé marching in the same 
direction but a little north of.the 
West River, in between the other 
Kwangai column. and the Iron- 
sides, The Ironsidea have yet to 
reach the North River, 

Heartened by the news of re- 
Inforcementa from the. North, the 
Canton authorities are more op- 
timlatic. Simultaneously, “quota-

* Pirates And. Bandits 
Engaged 


TOWN LOOTED 

[From Our Own Correspondent.} 

Pakkai, Kongmoon, Saturday. 

A pitched battle was fought by 
about 2,000 natives (belonging to 
the padi field Defence Corps) on the 
large. band of 
pirates and bandits on the other, 
after the town of Wong Po, in the 
9th section of Chungshan .(Kwang- 
tung’s model district), had been 
raided and looted by the outlaws. 
The latter, several hundred strong, 
were ultimately driven off. 

A fire broke out one night near 
this port and the residents, being 
nervous on account of piratical 
activities and war rumours, thought 
that pirates were Iunching an at- 
tack. What really happened was 
that there were a number of ex- 
plosions in the fire. 

Martial Law in Shekki ve 

While the “Farmers v. Highway- 
men” battle was being fought, 
Shekki, the capital of Chungshan 
district, was under martial law. 
Officials ‘were secretly perturbed 
and archives were removed in a 
hurry. News had been received” 
that the Ironsides were invading 
Kwangtung and it was feared that 
some of the rank and file in Shekki 
would use the opportunity to 
create trouble, Some ex-soldier 
adventurers were in the town, in 
hiding. Six steam-launches patrol- 
led at night the waters giving ap- 
proach to Shekki but the tension 
passed and calm has been restored.

CHINESE CUSTOM IN COURT 
“CASE 
WIFE CLAIMS MAINTENANCE 


That a “kit fat" or “tin fan" wife 
was not allowed to give her 
daughter or son into marriage un- 
less with consent of her husband, 
was the submission made by Mr. 
J, M. Remedios at the Kowlolon 
Magistracy to- day before Mr, W.
